Wilkesbarre, Pa.. Oct. 23. — Begin-

In the latter Tom John- 
sonisin had gotten into full operation.

They had "home rule" to their 
heart's content. No wonder that they 
were fond ot the federal plan, which 
gave them such splendid opportunities 
for drawing funds from, the taxpayers. 
The increase in the Cleveland city and 
school tax for that one year upon the

Golden Rule 
Jones has made his home rule golden 
for the tax eaters, just like his friend 
and familiar Mayor Johnson of Clove- 
land, but the Toledo city and school 
tax rate lacks 1 mill of equaling that 
of Cleveland. The Toledo rate is 23.7 
mills, being 7.3S mills more than the 
Cincinnati nite. 


Very sharp is the contrast between 


these Democratic cities and Cincin- 
nati, the Republican stronghold. Tho 
Cincinnati tux rate of 10.o2 mills for 
all city and school purposes is 
the 


lowest of any large city m the state. 
It is the lowest of almost any Ohio 
city. Tho Cincinnati 
taxpayers by 


this levy were given tho lull benefit 
of the groat reduction in the state tax 
rate and a quarter of a mill on the 
dollar Inside that. In Columbus, To- 
ledo and Cleveland tho ta\pa>ers got 
no benefit of this, and in fviot the local 
tax rate was increased on top of the 
saving in the state rate. 


More than that. 
Kvory year since 


1S94 has shown a reduction in 
the 


Cincinnati tax rate over tho preceding 
year, except once, when the rate re- 
mained unchanged. The total reduc- 
tion in the city rate for city 
and 


school purposes 
for 
Cincinnati in 


those nine years has been 5.24 mills. 
That is the present rate is just that 
much less than it was in 1894. Cincin- 
nati has been persistently lied about 
and maligned so in these_ matters, 
that these results of Republican rule
